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Broughty Ferry is a watering-place, seaport, and popular 
resort of residents of Dundee, on the Firth of Tay about 
three miles from Dundee. A ferry formerly crossed the 
Tay estuary at this point, but has been superseded by the 
erection of the Tay Bridge at Dundee. The Castle is a 
15th century structure which was purchased by the Govern¬ 
ment in 1855, and remounted with modern artillery. 
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
